California now completing its 
fiftieth year effective registration 
births, deaths and marriages. 
seems worthwhile review the prog- 
ress made the oldest bureau the 
State Department Public Health. 
The vital records and func- 
tions the present Bureau Rec- 
ords and Statistics are based upon 
legislation which established 
State Bureau Vital Statistics 
1905. 

While the basic functions the 
vital records system have 
not changed, the scope activities 
has with the tremendous 
growth the State’s population. The 
changing nature 
health problems over this half century 
clearly seen analysis rates 
made possible this continuous vital 
records system. 


HISTORY VITAL REGISTRATION 


Efforts provide state-wide re- 
cording births and deaths were be- 
gun early 1858 but effective reg- 
istration requirements were limited 
incorporated cities over 100,000 
population.

State-wide registration births 
and deaths was begun 1905 with 
the Secretary the State Board 
Health serving officio State Reg- 
istrar. Persons attending births de- 
posited certificates birth with the 
county recorder with the health 
officer cities having freeholders’ 
charters. These local registrars were 
required complete Register 
Birth and deliver each month 
the State Registrar the original birth 
certificates. 


From this beginning the following 
events marked the bureau’s develop- 
ment: 


1906 California was admitted the 
death registration area the 
Bureau the Census, the admit- 
tance requirements being (1) sat- 
isfactory registration laws, and 
(2) percent completeness re- 
porting. Prior this time the 
death registration area had con- 
sisted eastern states and the 
District Columbia. 


California was admitted the 
birth registration area, which had 
previously included states and 
the District Columbia. 


The Bureau Records and Sta- 
tistics was established within the 
Division Administration the 
State Department Public Health 
with the present chief the first 
full-time bureau chief. This bureau 
responsible for carrying out 
duties vested the State Registrar 
Vital Statistics for the registra- 
tion births, deaths and marriages 
and for services the public with 
Bureau Records and Statistics 
also provides service 
which, its primary responsibility, 
offers leadership developing rec- 
ords and statistics for use ef- 
fective administrative tools the 
planning, operating and evaluation 
departmental programs. This 
service assists administrative and

Legislation provided that the health 
officer any approved full-time 
health department the local reg- 
istrar and for all registration 
districts within that health juris- 
diction and shall perform all the 
duties local registrar for birth 
and death registration. addition, 
legislation provided for the filing 
the certificate registry mar- 
riage the single and complete 
document the event. Previously, 
the marriage certificate was merely 
accessory document. This change 
has greatly strengthened the record 
system relating marriages.

Today, the local registrars for 
birth and death registration receive 
certificates forms prescribed and 
furnished the State Department 
Public Health; they make two copies, 
retaining one for their own records 
and sending one the county 
The local registrars for mar- 
riage registration (county recorders) 
make one copy each marriage 
for their own records. All 
original certificates birth, death 
and marriage are sent the State 
Registrar where they are indexed and 
filed permanent records. 


VOLUME REGISTRATION 


increase the State’s popula- 
tion from 1,648,000 estimated 
13,035,000 over the past years has 
made California the largest single 
registration area the Nation. This 
population naturally has 
been accompanied increase 
the volume work. During 1906, the 
first full year state-wide 
tion, the new bureau indexed 105,000 
certificates addition preparing 
certified copies and answering 
quests for vital 1954 the 
bureau registered, tabulated and 
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alyzed over 305,000 births, 109,000 
deaths and 78,000 marriages. 

addition, some 125,000 requests 
for certified copies and other infor- 
mation were answered. The vital 
ord addition being the basis for 
statistics, also legal docu- 
ment major importance meeting 
many personal needs the individ- 
ual. important function the 
Bureau Records and Statistics 
issue certified copies certificates 
and verify the facts birth and 
death for agencies which require evi- 
dence such facts. The requests 
handled the bureau comprise less 
than percent this activity 
throughout the State, the remainder 
being handled local custodians. 


During the first years regis- 
tration there were 5,582,813 babies 
born California, 3,343,646 persons 
died and 2,693,106 marriages were 
performed. More than eleven and one- 
half million certificates were file 
the end this period. expected 
that the next years registration 
will least triple this number cer- 
tificates file. 


The accumulation millions 
certificates has created serious rec- 
ords management problem. The solu- 
tion developed the department 
provides for the use microfilm 
copies the certificates instead 
the originals. When additional 
microfilm copy placed safe stor- 
age, the required filing space re- 
duced small fraction that for- 
merly needed, and the permanency 
the records assured. 


PRESENT ACTIVITIES THE BUREAU 


The changing volume registra- 
tion and emphasis the 
utilization vital statistics for re- 
search and for public health planning 
have combined bring about con- 
tinuous growth the scope the ac- 
tivities the Bureau Records and 
the present time, the 
bureau gives services local regis- 
trars and others concerned with vital 
registration, the various bureaus 
the State Department Public 
Health, other governmental 
vate agencies, and the general public. 
_Information from the original cer- 
tificates birth, death and marriage 
put into punched tabulating cards. 
Items such cause death and place 
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residence are adapted machine 
tabulating procedures the use 
codes. Tabulations these cards pro- 
vide vital statistics data well 
statistical information special 
interest the various programs 
the department, such dis- 
ease and maternal and child health. 
The punched cards also serve the 
medium through which 
the birth and death index 
are prepared. 


Machine tabulations data are the 
basis for practically all the statis- 
tical material prepared and issued 
the State Department Public 
Health. General data relative 
births, deaths and marriages, known 
vital are published 
quarterly and annual reports. ad- 
dition, the bureau handles numerous 
requests for vital statistics data which 
are received from other agencies, 
private industry, individuals 
throughout California. Statistical 
services relating program activity 
are usually provided analyst 
assigned given program. Other 
analysts are assigned special proj- 
ects and research studies these are 
undertaken. artist, clerical 
and statistical typing services are 
available pooled basis.

Births—although the birth rate has 
widely over this period 
time, high 25.2 births per 1,000 
population was reached 1947. Since 
then the rate has remained relatively 
high contrary previous expecta- 
tions. 

Deaths—the death rate has followed 
downward trend since registration 
was begun California. The 1954 
rate 8.7 deaths per 1,000 popula- 
tion the lowest the history the 
State. interesting note the 
change the ratio births deaths. 
1910 was one one; 1954, 
there were three births each death. 
Natural increase (the excess births 
over deaths) alone, added almost 
200,000 California’s population 
1954. 

Infant deaths—the infant mortal- 
ity rate has been dropping consist- 
ently over the years. 1910 ten 
every hundred infants born did not 
survive the first year. 1945 this 
ratio had dropped three infant 
deaths per hundred live births and 
now approaching two per hundred 
live births. 

Maternal deaths—complications 
pregnancy, childbirth and the post- 
natal period caused only 106 deaths 
California residents 1954. Although 
the risk dying from these causes 
now less than four per 10,000 live 
births, more intensive study indi- 
vidual deaths, now possible because 
the small number, may decrease 
this risk even further. 

Leading causes death—the great- 
est change which has been taking

During the period 
1910-1954 deaths from communicable 
diseases have decreased from per- 
cent the total deaths percent. 
have learned control these 
acute diseases the life span the 
population has increased and there 
has been corresponding increase 
the proportion deaths due 
diseases. 1954, dis- 
eases accounted for total 
deaths. This shift the mortality 
pattern has brought about changes 
emphasis health planning 
and research.

Staph Outbreak Traced Pastry 


Creamed filled pastry has been in- 
food poisoning out- 
break occurring recently San 
Diego County.

James Rinehart, M.D., Vice 
President the California State 
Board Public Health and one 
the Nation’s most distinguished re- 
search pathologists, died suddenly 
November 30th San Mateo. was

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Carbon Tet Danger Warnings 
Again Issued Public 


The State Department Indus- 
trial Relations, Division Industrial 
Safety, has again issued warning 
the public about the use carbon 
tetrachloride, and their warning 
the Bureau Adult 
Health, State Department Public 
Health. 

The two departments carry 
continuous educational campaign 
the dangers this commonly used sol- 
vent. Because carbon tetrachloride 
not explosive, users are often lulled 
into thinking safe solvent. Ac- 
tually one the most harmful 
the common solvents, 

Most the tet injuries come 
from breathing the vapors. This can 
produce severe and even fatal dam- 
age the kidneys and liver. least 
California workers have been killed 
carbon tetrachloride the last 
few years, and more than 200 have 
been disabled it. (Figures reported 
Department Industrial Rela- 
tions. 

Authorities have come the con- 
clusion that more than one part 
carbon tet 40,000 parts air 
dangerous, Safety Orders the 
Division Industrial Safety now 
place this the maximum allowable 
concentration. That the equivalent 
half teaspoon carbon tet va- 
porized room feet long, 
feet wide, and feet high. 

Safety orders now require 
ger’’ label all containers with 
statement that carbon tet hazard- 
ous vapor and liquid, and that may 
fatal inhaled swallowed. 

People are warned not rely 
their sense smell detect carbon 
tet danger, for its odor can de- 
tected, the concentration well be- 
yond the safe limit.
